Faith in Lightning Rods 

b Again 1tevhring> 

Accordingr to Farm anil Fireside, 
the national farm paper publisheil at 
SiwingfieldrOhio, lightning rods are 
of great nlxm tofimnen, despite 
the fact that a wave of disbelief in 
them swept over the country a few 
years ago owing to swindles perpe- 
trated by lightning-rod agents who 
charged exorbitant prices for their 
wares and otherwise defrauiled jioo- 
ple. In the current issue of this 
farm paper appear^. aD article on 
the subject an interesting extract 
from which follows: 

"There's no doubt but that build- 
ings properly i-odded with good cop- 
per rods are praetieallyimmnne from 
aerious damaKo by liv'htninjj. Of 
course the rods must be kept in good 
fepair. Once in a while we hear of a 
rodded building being slightly in- 
jured, but I have never known a 
l>uililin^r beinjx .U stmyed by lijifht- 
ning if properly rodded with pure 
copper cable lightning rods. On the 
other hand, so many unrodded build- 
ings are destroyed that I consider it 
hazardous for any farmer ownin^jr 
valuable buildings to let them go un- 
rodded. The ghastly leaping flames 
from an uniorMed barn that was 
struclc and burned to the Kruutid in 
my neighborhood last season still 
form a vivid picture in my mind. 
For a time the lightning-rod theory 
was considered as a sort of bogus 
proposition, due mostly to business 
done hy fake lightning-rod agents 
years ago. This idea ia now rapidly 
dying out. 

"To be sure, aprents sumetimes 
charge exorbitant prices, but if you 
%r{eh to protect your buildingi from 
lightnintf you can do so at a moder- 
ate cost, besides having a lirst class 
job done. Buy the material and do 
the rodding yourself, at have some- 
one do It under yonr direction. One 
thousand feot -if calile and 24 tops 
can be purcJiased at wholesa'e prices 
which are very reasonable. If this 
amount of material is more than one 
man needs, two or three parties can 
orlar together at wholesale rc.tr '

WEATHER FORECASTERS

Fireside appears a half -page entitled 
"Weather Wisdom for Resdy Refer- 
ence," in which a contributor tells in 
part aa f oUoifs bow animals and birds 
foretell weatber eonditioni: 

"The spider, upon the approach of 
rainy or windy weather, will be found 
to shorten and strenKthen the guys 
of his web. When Uie storm is over 
he will lengthen them again., 

"S^a Ku Is predict storms by as- 
sembling on the land, but this is 
merely a search for food. They In- 
stinctively know that the rain will 
bring the earthworms and larva to 
the surface. A similar instinct 
teacbf ■ the awallow to fly high in 
fair weather and alrin the ground 
when foul weather is coming. They 
simply follow the flies and gnats 
which remain in the warm air. 

"Swine will carry bay and straw 
to ahldtag piaee. oxen will 1t6k them- 
selves the wrorg way of the hair, 
sheep will bleat end skip about, hogs 
turned oat fal the woods will come to 
their pMBaqaealiog and grunting, 
colts wiH rub their backs against 
the ground, crows will gather in 
flocks, crickets will sing more loud- 
ly, frogs will croak and change color 
to a dingy hue, doge will eat grass, 
and rooks soar like hawks. 

"In all probali!ity these many ac- 
tions are due to an uneasiness simi> 
lar to that which all who are troub- 
led with corns f i rheumatism exper* 
ience just previous to a storm, and 
are caused both by the variation in 
tiarometric pressure and the changes 
in the eleetrieai eoodition of the at- 
maaghore."
